1. FRANK (christened Nathan 
Franklin) TrumBuLt, born 
November 7, 1858, at Arcadia, 
Missouri, is the son of Walter 
Bowdoin Trumbull and Virginia 
Ann Mildred Thomas. Practi- 
cally all of his life has been spent 
in the transportation industry. 
He is the grandson of Nathan and

Persis (Pepper) Trumbull, of 
Monson, Massachusetts, and of 
James Wilton and Eliza (John- 
son) Thomas, of Albemarle Coun- 
ty, Virginia. His father was an 
educator, a native of Massachu- 
setts, and probably a descendant 
of an ancient Scottish family, the 
American branch of which was 
founded about the year 1058, 
He was born January 29, 1818 
and died April 19, 1898. The

mother who was born March 20, 
1820, died October 10, 1887, and 
was lineally descended from 
Colonel William Randolph of 
Virginia. Their marriage took 
place on March 20, 1845, near 
Richwoods, Missouri, their resuit- 
ing family consisting of three sons 
and one daughter, of which four 
children, the subject of the pres- 
ent sketch was the youngest. 
The family moved to De Soto, 
Missouri, in the summer of 1860, 
and to Pleasant Mill, Missouri, in 
the fall of 1865. Mr. Trumbull 
received a good preliminary edu- 
cational training in the public 
schools of Pleasant Hill, Missouri, 
his father being professor and 
superintendent, and entered up- 
on active business at the age of 
twelve. His first work was as a 
clerk in a country store and he 
nextservedas Deputy Postmaster 
at Pleasant Hill, Missouri. He 
entered the railway service on the 
first of October, 1874, as a clerk 
in the Controller's office of the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas Rail- 
road at Sedalia, Missouri. Until 
November 30, 1880, he was em- 


ployed in the Accounting Depart- 
ment of that road, holding among 
other positions, that of Traveling 
Auditor. From December 1, 
1881, to December 31, 1885, he 
was connected with the Missouri 
Pacific System at St. Lonis, be- 
coming on the first of January, 
1886, Auditor of the Texas & 
Pacific Railway at Dallas, Texas, 
and holding that position until 
June 30, 1888. 

He then moved to Denver, 
Colorado, and during the five en- 
suing years was identified with 
Colorado's wholesale and_ retail 
coal interests and was also en- 
gaged by New York and London 
bankers to report upon railroad 
and other properties at the West. 
Returning later to active partici- 
pation in railroad affairs, he from 
December 18, 1893 to January 11, 
1899, served as Receiver and 
General Manager of the Union 
Pacific, Denver & Gulf Railway 
and he served the Denver, Lead- 
ville & Gunnison Railway in the 
same capacity from August 8, 
1894, to January 11, 1899. On 
this latter date, he became Presi- 
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dent of the Colorado & Southern 
Railway Company, which suc- 
ceeded the Union Pacific, Denver 
& Gulf and Denver, Leadville & 
Gunnison Railway Companies, 
Later in that year he was elected 
President of the Ft, Worth & 
Denver City Railway Company, 
in 1900, President of the Colorado 
Midland Railway Company and 
in 1905 President of the Colorado 
Springs & Cripple Creek Dis- 
trict Railway Company. InJann- 
ary, 1905, he moved to New 
York City. Early in 1909, Mr. 
Trumbull withdrew from many of 
his interests but was persuaded 
to accept the Chairmanship of the 
Board of Directors of the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Railway Company. 
He was elected to that position 
February 23, 1909, and has held 
sameever since. He is also Chair- 
man of the Board of Directors of 
the Hocking Valley Railway Com- 
pany, and the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas Railway Company, and a 
member of the Board of Directors 
of the National City Bank of New 
York, to which he was elected 
November 5, 1912, He became 


trustee of the Union Trust Com- 
pany of New York on May 4, 1911, 
and a Director of the Union 
Pacific System on February 6, 
1918, from which places he re- 
signed on April 1, 1915, and De- 
cember 1, 1916, respectively, in 
order to concentrate his activities. 
He is Chairman of the Railway 
Executives’ Advisory Committee; 
Chairman of the Immigration 
Committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States of 
America; also Chairman of the 
National Americanization Com- 
mittee; a member of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the State of 
New York and a member of the 
Advisory Committee of the Com- 
mission for Relief in Belgium. 

He is a member of the Metro- 
politan Club of New York and 
The Sleepy Hollow Country Club; 
the City Midday; the Recess and 
Economic Clubs of New York; 
also of the New England Society, 
the Society of Colonial Wars and 
the Automobile Club of America. 
He is a Trustee of Tuskegee, Ala- 
bama, Normal and Industrial In- 
stitute and also pf Colorado Col- 
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lege, and a member of the Board of 
Managers of the New York Socie- 
ty for the Relief of the Ruptured 
and Crippled; also a member of 
Broadway Tabernacle (Congrega- 
tional) Church, 

He was married at Sedalia, 
Missouri, June 8, 1881, to Cora 
Hale who died on December 27, 
1889. To this union was born 
one child, Roscoe Hale Trumbull; 
born November 11, 1882. 

On April 8, 1891, he married at 
Dallas, Texas, Mary A. Sisson, 
who died April 16, 1916,

James Wriuron Tomas and 
his wife with three children, 
VirGinta, Mary and James; a 
brother of James Wilton Thomas, 
the widow mother, two brothers 
and three sisters, and about thirty 
other relatives of the wife of 
James Wilton Thomas went to 
Missouri in 1826; taking the old 
Wilderness Trail, via Cumber- 
land Gap, Tennessee, and Padu- 
eah, Kentucky, to a point in 
Illinois opposite St. Genevieve, 
Missouri, where they crossed the 
Mississippi and settled at Potosi, 
and at and near Caledonia, Mis- 
souri. 


Exurza A. Jounson, wife of 
James Wilton Thomas, born 
June, 1800, in Albemarle Coun- 
ty, Virginia, (probably near Car- 
ter's Bridge); died November 29, 
1875, at Hillsboro, Jefferson 
County, Missouri, at residence of 
Wm. H. H. Thomas (son), was the 
daughter of Benjamin Jolmson 
and Sarah Clarkson. 


Saran CLARKSON was the 
daughter of James Clarkson of 
Hardware Creck, Albemarle 
County, Virginia, and Elizabeth

4. Joun Tuomas, born April 
8, 1757, Amherst County, Vir- 
ginia, and died at Red Hill, June 
8, 1847, was the son of Cornelius 
Thomas. 


James CLARKSON was of a 
distinguished family in Albe- 
marle County, Virginia. 


Joun Tuomas was a man of 
strong characteristics and splen- 
did physique. Tle lived in North 
Garden, Albemarle County, Vir- 
ginia, and acquired through his 
father’s will several estates on the 
James River, and sold them in 
1779 for $16,000 cash in Continen- 
tal Money. The money depre- 
ciated in value until he finally 
gave all of it for a bowl of punch. 
When tea was thrown overboard 
at Boston, he joined an “anti-tea 
drinking” society and when, on 
his deathbed, tea was prescribed 
for him by Doctor Randolph, he 
refused absolutely to drink it. 
When Burgoyne surrendered, the 
prisoners taken with him were 
sent to Charlottesville, where bar- 
racks were built. John Thomas 
commanded the Company that 
guarded them. He was entitled 
to a pension, but although his last 
years were spent in comparative 
poverty, he could not be induced 
to apply for one. This Thomas 
family was originally from Wales. 
John Thomas and his father-in- 
law, Charles Lewis, Jr. (father of 
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5. CoRNELIUS THOMAS, 
born in Goochland County, 
Virginia, about 1729; died in 1775 
on his farm on Rock Fish River, 
Amherst (now Nelvon) County, 
Virginia. 


Frances Lewis), with Thomas 
Jefferson and many others sub- 
scribed to a paper in 1779 by 
which they swore allegiance to 
the thirteen colonies, and pledged 
themselves to support the strug- 
gle for independence. 


Cornettvus Tuomas lived in 
what is now Nelson and Amherst 
Counties. He was Captain of 
Militia in 1758; a member of the 
County Court from 1761 to 1769; 
was a member of the House of 
Burgesses from Amherst County 
from 1761 to 1770, and supported 
the resolutions and acts of the 
General Assembly during that 
period denying the right of Great 
Britain to tax the colonies with- 
out their consent; to transport 
colonists to England for trial for 
alleged crimes, thus depriving 
them of the right to be tried by 
juries at home, and declaring 
against the importation or sale or 
use of English goods, so long as 
Great Britain taxed or claimed 
the right to tax the colonists 
without representation. He was 
Church Warden of the English 
Church and left a large landed 
estate and many slaves.

8, Isnam Ranpoten, born 
February 24, 1687, at Turkey 
Island, Henrico County, Vir- 
ginia; died December, 1742, at 
Dungeness, Virginia; was the son 
of Colone! William Randolph, 
from Warwickshire, England, and 
Mary Isham (Sce item 10). 


Wuiu1am Lisurn was the son 
of George Lilburn and Jane Cham- 
bers. 

Georce Linsurn was the son 
of John Lilburn of Thickley, 
Punchedon, Durham County, En- 
gland. George Lilbum was an 
uncle of John Lilburn, the Level- 
ler and of Robert Lilburn who was 
one of the regicides and who was 
also a member of Cromwell's 
Parliament in 1654-1656, 


Wrourram LILBorn was a law- 
yer and admitted a member of 
Gray’s Inn and was appointed 
Judge of Newcastle-on-Tyne in 
1674. 


Isnam Ranvowen lived in 
London for many years, probably 
from 1708 to 1732 or 1783, and 
while there he was Agent for Vir- 
ginia, He was married there to 
Jane Rogers, who was the daugh- 
ter of Jane (Lilburn) Rogers 
whose Lilburn ancestors and kins- 
men were strong supporters of the 
Puritan Revolution. Randolph 
moved to Dungeness, Virginia, 
about 1732 or 1783. Dungeness

9. CoLtoneL WiLLiaM Ran- 
poLpn, born 1651, Warwickshire, 
England; died April 11, 1711, 
Turkey Island, Henrico County, 
Virginia. 


is on north side of James River 
near Rock Castle Station on 
James River Division of the 
Chesapeake & Ohio Railway, 
forty-one miles west of Rich- 
mond. He was Adjutant-General 
and Judge of the County Court 
of Virginia, member of the House 
of Burgesses and a member of 
the English Church. He was 
a ripe scholar, a botanist, and 
great lover of nature. His two 
daughters, Jane and Mary, who 
were both born in London, mar- 
tied, respectively, Peter Jefferson 
and Charles Lewis of Buck Island 
and became the mothers of 
Thomas Jefferson and Frances 
Lewis who married Captain John 
Thomas. 


Cotonet WittiusMm Ran- 
DOLPH cameto Virginia about 1672 
or 1674, when only 21 or 22 years 
old and unmarried. He went to 
Varina, Henrico County, and be- 
came clerk of the County Court 
on recommendation of his uncle, 
Henry Randolph, who had been 
in the colony and in office many 
years. In 1680 he married Mary 
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Isham, a daughter of Henry 
Isham! of Bermuda Hundred, 
Virginia. Colonel Randolph be- 
came a member of the County 
Court, 1681, which position he 
held until his death in 1711, a 
period of thirty years. He 
was a member of the House of 
Burgesses for nearly the whole of 
the same period, being made 
speaker for one term in 1698, and 
was Attorney-General of the Col- 
ony, 1694-1698, He was one of 
the founders of William and Mary 
College; belonged to the English 
Church and died one of the rich- 
est men in Virginia. He left six 
sons and two daughters who be- 
came the progenitors of President 
Jefferson, Chief Justice Marshall, 
Senators, Judges, Representatives 
in Congress, Cabinet Officers, 
Anibassadors to foreign countries, 
Governors of several States and 
of Generals of the Revolutionary, 
Civil and other wars, including 
General Robert E. Lee. He is 
buried on Turkey Island Planta-

was the daughter of Henry Isham 
and Katharine Royal, the widow 
of Joseph Royal of Virginia.

Henry Isnam! belonged to a 
family long seated in Northamp- 
tonshire, England, which has re- 
tained its high social position 
down to the present day. He was 
a nephew of Sir Edward Brett 
who was knighted by Charles I 
for brilliant military service and 
by his will he bequeathed to Mary 
Isham and her sister £200 each. 
Henry Isham, born 1628, came to 
Virginia from Northamptonshire 
in 1656 and obtained a grant of 
land at Bermuda Hundred, where 
he lived until his death in 1676. 
He was Captain of the Militia and 
High Sheriff of Henrico County, 
Virginia, 1669-1670.

1C, H. Browning, the eminent geneal- 
Ogist, traces the ancestry of Henry Isham 
back through the Ishams of Northampton- 
shire to Thomas Isham, born, 1456, Lord 
of Pytchley and to nearly all the royal 
houses of Europe.

Goochland County, Virginia, and 
Mary Howell, daughter of John 
Howell, Gentleman, of King and

Cuartes Lewis or Buck 
Istanp continued with his father 
on the Chemokins and Byrd farms 
until his marriage, when he moved 
to the Buck Island farm, now 
Albemarle County, in plain view 
of Monticello and four miles from 
Shadwell. He was also a com- 
municant of the English Church 
and a Vestryman and Church 
Warden of St. Ann's Parish for 
years, being a colleague of Thom- 
as Jefferson. He owned extensive 
tracts of lands, and a large number 
of slaves. He supported the war 
for Independence and signed the 
document signed by Thomas Jeff- 
erson and Captain Thomas, as 


Telated in item 4. 


His marriage to Mary Randolph 
united in their descendants the 
blood of the Martieu, Warner, 
Reade, Lewis and Randolph fam- 
ilies. 


Cuartes Lewis or ‘Tue 
Byrop” lived at Chemokins, where 
he was born, until about 1704, 
when his father moved to Warner 
Hall. There he lived until his 
marriage May 28, 1717, when he 
returned to Chemokins, having 
obtained from his father 1300 
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acres of land there. He was bap- 
tized by an Episcopal Minister, 
Reverend Nicholas Moreau, of 
St. Peter's Parish. He lived at 
this place until about 1782 when 
he moved to the farm between 
the James River and Byrd Creek 
and after that he was known as 
“Charles Lewis of the Byrd.” 
The Byrd Farm derived its name 
from its location on the south side 
of Byrd Creek, a mile above Elk 
Hill station which is 52 miles west 
of Richmond on the James River 
Division of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio Railway. He was a com- 
municant of St. Peter's Church 
three or four miles from Chemo- 
kins from 1717 to 1732, Vestry- 
man of the same from 1725 to 
1782, and after he moved to the 
Byrd farm he was Vestryman of 
the parish of St. James Northam 
and Church Warden of the same 
from 1750 to 1757. Peter Jeffer- 
son (father of Thomas Jefferson) 
was Church Warden there at the 
same time. March 20, 1750, 
Governor Dinwiddie issued a 
commission to Charles Lewis, Es- 
quire, as County-Lieutenant of

13. CoLtonEL Joun LEwis, 


born November 30, 1669, in Glou- 
cester County, Virginia; died Nov- 
ember 14, 1725, at Warner Hall; 
was the son of Major John Lewis 
of Poropotank Creek, Gloucester 
County, Virginia. 


militia of Goochland County and 
he served in that capacity some 
years. 


He built a grist mill on Byrd 
Creek in 1741 and he also owned 
astill. Hewasalarge land owner 
and owned quite a number of 
slaves. He attended Lickinghole 
Church; the Presbyterians had a 
church about two miles below his 
house and he may have attended 
that also, He died in 1779 dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War. His 
rectors were Reverend Anthony 
Garvin and William Douglass. 
The latter was a teacher as well as 
clergyman and among his pupils 
were Presidents Monroe and Jeff- 
erson and Charles Lewis of Buck 
Island, Charles Lewis of the 
Byrd bore the title of Colonel. 


CotonEt Joun Lewts fell heir 
to the 2600 aeres of land granted 
William Lewis at Chemokins and 
when he married he moved to that 
land, probably about 1690. He 
was a communicant of the English 
Church and Vestryman and War- 
den of St. Peter's Parish for some 
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years. His wife, Elizabeth War- 
ner, (See item 14) fell heir to the 
Warner Hall plantation, Mobjack 
Bay, Gloucester County, Virginia, 
and he and family moved there to 
live, about 1704. While there he 
was Vestryman and Church War- 
den of Abingdon Parish, the church 
being about two miles from War- 
ner Hall. He was a member of the 
Council during Governor Spotts- 
wood’s administration. The 
Council and Governor disagreed 
continuously for over ten years 
about the appointment and in- 
duction into office of the rectors 
of the parishes of the Established 
Church, the Governor, claiming 
it was his right and duty to do 
that, while the Council contended 
that the parish vestries possessed 
the power; and finding his view 
of this question and that of the 
Council, irreconcilable, he re- 
signed the governorship in 1722. 
John Blair, the first Commis- 
sioner, in a sense, Deputy-Bishop 
of the English Church sent to 
Virginia, the prime mover in the 
founding of William and Mary 
College at Williamsburg, was the 
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leader of the party opposing the 
Governor, Colonel Lewis sup- 
ported the Council and Commis- 
sioner Blair in this controversy 
and ever since its termination by 
the resignation of GovernorSpotts- 
wood in 1722 the right of the 
Parish vestries to appoint and in- 
duct into office Episcopal minis- 
ters has been recognized. It was 
John, his eldest son, who enlarged 
the Warner Mansion and called 
it Warner Hall for the first time. 
One of his descendants married 
a sister of George Washington. 
He became a very rich man, own- 
ing at the time of his death the 
estates of Warner Hall, Eagle 
Point, Bell, Broadhouse, ete. 
This John Lewis was the great- 
grandfather of Merriwether Lewis 
of the Lewis and Clarke Expedi- 
tion to the Pacific in 1805-6, 
through his son Robert, of Belle- 
voir, Albemarle County, Virginia. 
His grandfather, alsonamed John, 
came from Wales to Virginia in 
1685, His grandfather's witle’s 
name was Lydia. He (John Lewis, 
born 1669) and his wife are buried 
at Warner Hall. He bore the title 
of Colonel, as all Councillors did.

4, Evizanrtnh WARNER, 
(See item 12), born November 24, 
1672, in Gloucester County, Vir- 
ginia; died February 5, 1720, at 
Warmer Hal); was the daughter of 
“Speaker” Augustine Warner and 
Mildred Reade. (See item 16).

15, “Sppaxer’’ AUGUSTINE 
Warner, born July 3, 1642, 
York County, Virginia, died 
June 19, 1681, at Warner Hall; 
was the son of Augustine Warner 
from Wales. 


John Lewis (2) of Poropotank 
Creek was born in England and 
was a large land owner and oper- 
ated a grist mill near his home. 
He was Major in foot service of 
his county, (Gloucester). He 
suffered at the hands of Bacon’s 
men. 

John Lewis (1) came from 
Wales to Virginia in 1635 and set- 
tled on a farm on Deep Creek, 
Warwick County. He also was a 
Major in the militia of his county, 
first Warwick and then Gloucester. 


“Speaker” AuGustinE War- 
NER and his wife, Mildred, were 
the great-grand-parents of George 
Washington. Robert E. Lee was a 
descendant of Augustine Warner, 
the elder, through his daughter, 
Sarah, who married John B. 
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Townly. Colonel Augustine War- 
ner was educated in England and 
was Speaker of the Virginia House 
of Burgesses, March, 1676, which 
provided for the defense of the 
Colony against the Indians and 
which precipitated Bacon’s Re- 
bellion; and again in February, 
March and April, 1677, which 
provided for the reconstruction 
of the Colony after the suppres- 
sion of the rebellion. He sup- 
ported Governor Berkeley’s policy 
in both assemblies. He was a 
member of a Court Martial which 
condemned three or four of Ba- 
con’s men to death and they were 
hung. He was also a member of 
the Virginia Council which was 
the Governor's Cabinet, Supreme 
Court and Senate of the General 
Assembly from May, 1677, to his 
death in 1681. His daughter, 
Mildred, married Lawrence Wash- 
ington, and bore him three chil- 
dren viz: 

(1) John, who inherited a part 
of the Cheescake Estate and lived 
at what is now High Gate. 


(2) Augustine, who married 
Mary Ball and was the father of 
George Washington; and 
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(8) Lawrence Washington. His 
widow, Mildred, married George 
Gale and went to England where 
she died in January, 1720, and lies 
buried in St. Nicholas Church, 
White Haven, Cumberland 
County. 


AuGusTINE WARNER, Sr., 
born September 28, 1611; died 
December 24, 1674, came from 
Wales in 1628 when only eighteen 
years old. He first lived at Fish 
Neck, York County, and married 
Mary whose passage 
from England he paid. He be- 
came an extensive land owner. 

From 1652 to 1658 he was a 
Burgess, first from York and then 
Gloucester, having moved from 
Fish Neck to Warner Hall about 
1658. From 1658 to his death in 
1674 he was a member of the 
Governor's Council and a sup- 
porter of Governor Berkeley. He 
and his wife are buried at Warner 
Hall. He was a communicant 
of the English Church and was 
Church Warden of Abingdon Par- 
ish and donated the land on which 
was erected the first Abingdon 
Church.

16. Mitprepv Reape, (See 
item 14), died December, 1694, 
was the daughter of George 
Reade, and Elizabeth Martieu, 
or Martian. (See item 17.) 


CotoneL, Grorce Reape! of 
Lincoln Holt Parish, Hants, En- 
gland; came to Virginia in Janu- 
ary, 1687. He was then unmar- 
ried and lived with Governor 
Harvey at Jamestown for a year 
or two. Was Deputy-secretary 
of the Colony in 1640-1642; mem- 
ber of the House of Burgesses 1644 
and again in 1649, from dames 
City, and voted for the act de- 
claring that the execution of 
Charles I was treasonable and 
that his son Charles was the right- 
ful heir to the Crown. In 1652 he 
was also a Burgess and submitted 
to the English Commonwealth; 
was a member of the County 
Court from 1655 to 1657; member 
of a committee to revise the 
statutes in 1656-1657, and Coun- 
cillor from 1657 to his death in 
1671, and at all times supported 
Governor Berkeley’s administra- 
tion. He married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Captain Martieu, be- 
fore 1649, He moved to. Martieu’s

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home at Yorktown about 1655 
and his wife afterwards having 
falien heir to Martien’s home- 
stead, he made that his home for 
the remainder of his life. 

George Reade was the great- 
great-grandfather of George 
Washington and the great-grand- 
father of General Thomas Nelson. 
He was a son of Robert Reade, 
and Mildred Wyndebank.' 

Mildred Wyndebank’s brother, 
Sir Francis Wyndebank, was ap- 
pointed Secretary to King Charles 
in 1688 on the recommendation of 
Archbishop Laud and this posi- 
tion he held until the King left 
London in 1641, never to return, 
except as a prisoner and to death. 

When Governor John Harvey 
went to England in 1635 to an- 
swer charges preferred against 
him by the Virginians, after hav- 
ing been thrust out of the gover-

norship, he met George Reade 
who was then visiting his brother, 
Robert Reade, who was Secretary 
to Secretary Wyndebank, his uncle. 
When Harvey returned to Virginia 
in 1637, Colonel George Reade 
came with him and stayed with 
him for a year at Jamestown. 


Capratn Nicnouas Mar- 
Trrv, gent, came to Virginia 
about 1622 and located near 
Hampton. Soon after his arrival 
he was made Captain of a com- 
pany of militia and he served 
under Colonel William Tucker in 
the Indian campaigns, succeeding 
the massacre of March, 1622. He 
was elected a member of the 
House of Burgesses, and served 
in the Assembly, February-March 
1624, with Colonel William Tuck- 
er, Rawley Crashaw and Reverend 
Jabez Whittaker as colleagues 
from Elizabeth City Borough. He 
took part in support of the Colony 
in the controversy that year, over 
the revocation of the charter but 
the charter was revoked over the 
bitter protest of the Assembly. 


Captain Martieu was elected 
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a member of the House of Bur- 
gesses from Chiskiake (now York) 
Borough, in 1632-1633, was ap- 
pointed Justice of the County 
Court in 1633 which position he 
held until 1655, a period of twen- 
ty-two years. He took an active 
part in the “thrusting out’’ of 
Governor Sir John Harvey in 
1635, the first revolutionary move- 
ment for the liberty of the Col- 
onies, and it is an interesting 
coincidence that he and his son- 
in-law, Colonel George Reade, 
were the ancestors not only of 
General George Washington, who 
commanded the Continental forces 
but also of General Thomas Nel- 
son who commanded the Vir- 
ginia force at the siege and sur- 
render of Yorktown in 1781.
